at Haverford and U. of P.

Dr. John G. Herndon, Jr., lecturer 
on International Law at Haverford 
College and the University of Penn- 
sylvania, was the guest speaker at the 
luncheon meeting of the Dr. Benjamin 
Rush Chapter of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, held on 
Monday at the home of the regent, 
Mrs. Hugh (ilenn Martin, on Wayne 
Avenue. Narberth. 

Dr. Herndon, who has spent some 
time in Geneva, has an intimate knowl- 
edge of the League of Nations and 
the various pacts and treaties which 
have been presented by the nations 
in that city, for, as he styled it, Geneva 
is now the world's capital. He gave 
a resume from the beginning of the 
League of Nations, from the end of 
the World War until the present time. 
All these pacts have had one object, 
he said, and that is the outlawry of 
war. 

The League of Nations and the 
Kellogg Peace Pact, according to the 
speaker, are founded on the idea that 
the exigencies of international life can 
be met in many if not all the cases 
which are brought before them, with- 
out recourse to force.

played a large sheet of printed ma- 
terial filled with hits of interesting 
facts of Washington and what he had 
accomplished. "This." said Mrs. 
lilankenburg, "is an education in it- 
self, for on this sheet you can read 
everything Washington ever did. in 
which he seems to have made no mis- 
takes, although I think he did make 
a few mistakes." Mrs. Rlankenburg 
stressed the point that for the future 
good of the Untied States one should 
build a lasting patriotism in the pres- 
ent and coming generations not for 
war. hut a political patriotism. She 
said that there had been a few patri- 
otic politicians, but, alas, too few, and 
that what we needed most today 
throughout the world were honest 
people. She also advised the women 
to vote, even if they did not quite like 
the candidates they were voting for. 
and not to stay at home for this rea- 
son. Mrs. Pilankenburg frankly ad- 
mitted thai women had made mistakes, 
but then. too. as she said, the men had 
been voting for 140 years and they 
had made i|tiitc a few also. Mrs. 
lilankenburg believes that the men 
and women should co-operate in the 
political affairs of the country. 

The speaker ended with a witty 
account of her visit to the Canal Zone 
and her South American tour. All 
throughout her journeyin.gs she found 
that the American and English women 
had clubs in the towns, but that the 
conditions of life of the native women 
did not spur them toward club life. 

Mrs. lilankenburg had also a num- 
ber of thrilling experiences in the 
revolutionary districts. When in San- 
tiago, in the midst of a heavy rain- 
storm, she noticed a large sign which 
read: "Revolution postponed on 
account of rain."

An outline of the tie-up between 
man and animals in certain phases of 
veterinary medicine formed the topic 
of a . talk Tuesday by Dr. Malcolm 
Harkins, speaking before the Bala- 
Cvnwyd-Narberth Rotary Club. 

Dr. Harkins, who is a recognized 
authority on this phase of comparative 
medicine, made special mention of 
anthrax, cow pox, foot and mouth dis- 
ease and hog erysipelas. Anthrax, he 
said, is contracted by man from con- 
tact with hides or hair on which the 
germs lurk. It usually is a local 
affliction. 

Cow pox, during the days when 
smallpox was a prevalent affliction, 
was found to create an immunity to 
the more deadly disease. As a result, 
it became the basis for vaccine. Foot 
and mouth disease. Dr. Harkins said, 
rarely attacks adults. There are now 
no cases in the country.

on Manchuria Dispute

by the League Council and the Kel- 
logg Pact, joined forces to settle the 
Japanese-Chinese dispute. The Jap- 
anese objected to the United States 
sitting in on the conference and, ac- 
cording to Dr. Herndon, were playing 
for time. European leaders are happy 
in having the United States so inti- 
mately related with the League affairs, 
but many of the citizens are having 
some misgivings as to the result. 

The United States, in acting upon 
a doctrine of collective responsibility 
for preserving world peace, has laid 
itself open to the recriminations of 
the Japanese, Dr. Herndon said. 

The Japanese look upon the control 
of Manchuria as a matter of life and 
death. They say that they must have 
free access to the vast natural re- 
sources of this region at all times, 
and in order to carry this out they 
insist that the Chinese Government be 
friendly. They claim their measures 
have been purely defensive. Chinese 
soldiers in Manchuria outnumber the 
Japanese twenty to one. There was 
also a movement to form a Chinese 
Government of which the Japanese did 
not approve. It seemed the most nat- 
ural thing in the world to disarm the 
Chinese forces before the unfriendly 
Government could be set up and to 
seize strategic points until the danger- 
ous situation should be clarified. 

Dr. Herndon also spoke of Presi- 
dent Hoover's foreign policy which 
lately has attracted a great deal of 
attention, and of his sending Prentiss 
Gilbert to Geneva, for the business of 
the United States Consuls at Geneva 
has principally been commercial. This 
year, especially in February at the big 
disarmament conference, the United 
States will be in on the ground floor 
at the conference.

Daffodil planting time. 

"All the rain in Hie April sky would 
never bring the garden miracles of 
May unless October toil gave it some- 
thing to work- on." We quote from 
the New York Times magazine of 
October 4. The May miracles are, of 
course, the tulip blooms from Oc- 
tober-planted bulbs but the April 
miracle is even more welcome for its 
earliness — the golden gleam of the 
gardeners* faithful friends — narcissi. 
Not such a wide range of color as the 
tulips hut more interesting in their 
varied forms and their long season of 
flowering. 

Xarcissi for naturalizing should be 
of the short cup varieties, the early 
poeticus preferred. The Leedsis or 
Harris look well and even the incom- 
parabilis forms are suitable. The long 
trumpets just don't look right grow- 
ing wild, at least not in this country. 
They are so much used by florists for 
forcing that they seem out of place 
on the edge of the woodland. Poeticus 
recurvus with jonquils for early and 
poeticus ornatus for late are the best 
choice. 

* ■ . 

Still plenty of time to set perennial 

plants; not ciuite so good as late Sep- 
tember, but the roots will develop be- 
fore hard freezing. All fall-planted 
perennials should be mulched lightly 
with salt hav to prevent the sun from 
thawing the" soil, the mulch to be ap- 
plied about Christmas time. 

Thanksgiving day is about the best 
time to sow seeds of hardy annuals in 
the perennial beds, bulb beds or in 
the cutting garden. The idea is to sow 
the seeds so that they will not germi- 
nate but will be ready to grow in very 
early spring before we can get the 
soil' in condition for planting. 

If we are so fortunate as to be given 
a "winter garden" of mosses, partridge 
berrv, spotted wintergreen, rattlesnake 
plantain and other lovcsome woodland 
plants be sure that it is kept in a north 
or northwest window where the sun 
will not burn it. And be sure to keep 
the nlass cover on the bowl to prevent 
the evaporation of moisture. Such 
glass gardens are becoming more pop- 
ular since we are coming to appreciate 
the beauty of our own native woodland 
plants To see these little treasures 
flower'iig several months ahead of their 
appointed time is bringing the spring 
indoors while winter storms without.

November is the better time to move 
deciduous shrubs, after their leaves 
have fallen and while the plants are 
dormant. The plants will be all ready 
to go in early spring and we get bet-

ter plants. Many of the shrubs of- 
fered for sale in spring have been dug 
the previous fall and kept in storage 
all winter. 

The same applies to roses. Fall 
planting of field-grown . roses has 
proven most satisfactory for the same 
reasons. II Labor Day is peony plant- 
ing day, Columbus Day tulip planting 
day and Armistice Day narcissus plant- 
ing day then Thanksgiving Day must 
be rose planting day. Every holiday is 
a good day to plant something: in fact, 
the majority of all work in the hardy 
garden may be accomplished in Sep- 
tember, October and November. All 
we need is the time, the energy, the 
will and the money! Plant more bulbs 
this fall and they will be welcome next 
spring if business is not so good — but 
things by that time will be so much 
better that you will be sorry that you 
didn't order twice as much.
